Hungary  and  the  fact  that  there  are  many  articles 
hitherto  imported  from  those  countries  which  are 
of  importance,  if  not  of  necessity,  to  British 
manufacturers,  importers  of  such  articles  are 
invited  by  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  to  supply  information 
regarding  their  precise  nature  and  quality,  in  order  that  steps  may 
be  taken  to  ascertain  whether  similar  goods  might  be  produced  in 
this  country,  and,  if  so,  where ;  or,  if  not,  from  what  neutral  sources 
they  could  be  obtained. 

Similarly,  United  Kingdom  manufacturers  now  have  the  markets 
of  Germany  and  Austria-Hungary  closed  to  them,  but  in  many  cases 
there  will  be  opportunities  for  the  disposal  of  their  products  in  this 
country  or  abroad. 

Doubtless  in  a  large  number  of  cases  importers  and  manufacturers 
have  taken  steps  to  inform  themselves  on  these  points,  but, 
from  cases  which  have  come  under  the  notice  of  the  Commercial 
Intelligence  Branch,  it  is  believed  that  in  some  instances  it  has  not 
proved  an  easy  matter  to  obtain  the  necessary  information,  and  it  is 
thought  that  in  such  cases  the  Branch  may  be  able  to  render  some 
assistance  by  placing  manufacturers  and  buyers  in  communication 
with  one  another. 


Applications  have  already  been  received  in  the  Commercial  Intelli¬ 
gence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade  from  a  large  number  of  firms  in 
all  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom  who  wish  to  get  into  communication 
with  manufacturers  or  purchasers  of  various  classes  of  goods  which 
have  previously  been  obtained  from,  or  sold  to,  Germany  and  Austria- 
Hungar}’.

In  his  report  on  the  trade  of  his  Consular  District  in  1913,  which 
will  shortly  be  issued,  II. M.  Consul  at  Riga  (Mr.  V.  H.  C.  Bosanquet) 
remarks  that  it  should  be  realised  by  British  firms  that  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  offered  by  the  war  to  capture  Germany’s  share  of  the  in)port 
trade  to  Russia  is  one  which  it  would  be  foolish  to  disregard.

It  is  satisfactory  to  learn 
that  an  organised  effort  is  being  made  in  the  United  Kingdom  to 
profit  by  the  present  opportunity,  and  it  may  be  hoped  that  the 
great  field  for  enterprise  offered  by  Russia  will  not  be  neglected  by 
British  manufacturers  and  merchants.

TRADE  CONDITIONS  ABROAD. 

Reports  on  Commercial  Conditions  and  Trade  Openings. 

In  connection  with  the  scheme  which  the  Board  of  Trade  h.ave 
initiated  for  assisting  British  manufacturei's  and  traders  to  take 
advantage  of  the  opportunity  afforded  by  the  war  for  securing  trade 
formerly  in  the  hands  of  (4erma«i,  Austri.an  or  Hungari,an  riv.als, 
the  following  inforni.ation  has  been  received  from  II.M.  Consular 
Officers,  &c..  in  addition  to  that  published  in  previous  issues  of  the 
“  lV).ard  of  Trade  Journal  — 

Fote. — In  considering  the  openings  for  trade  mentioned  in  the 
following  reports  regard  should  l)e  had  to  the  note  on  p.  443  of  this 
issue  relative  to  the  prohibition  of  the  exportation  of  certain  articles.

New  Zealand. — H.M.  1'rade  Commissioner  for  New  Ze.nland  reports, 
under  d.ate  6th  J.anu.arA’,  th.at  trade  there  is  generally  good.  The 
season  has  Ix'en  exceptionally  dry  in  some  districts,  but  on  the  whole 
outturns  .are  up  to  a  goo<l  average,  and  prices  for  all  staple  products 
except  hemp  and  kauri  gum  ai'e  exceptionally  high.  The  very  high 
prices  for  meat  and  wool,  couj)led  with  lack  of  feed  in  some  parts, 
.are  causing  6up})lie8  to  come  forward  for  export  earlier  and  more 
heavily  than  usual. 

The  Christmas  traile  was  almost  totally  unaffecteil  by  the  war, 
most  trades,  espt^cially  those  catering  for  luxuries  and  w'omen’s  goods, 
having  l)eaten  all  reconls  of  sales. 
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As  a  consequence  of  the  acreage  under  wheat  having  been  reduced 
below  normal  the  New  Zealand  Government  have  had  to  import 
500,000  bushels,  and  bread  has  risen  in  price.  Ihitter,  at  the  time  of 
writing,  was  being  retailed  at  Is.  4d.  per  lb.,  and  sugar  (grow’n  in 
Fiji  and  refined  in  Auckland)  had  gone  up  to  £22  per  ton,  otherwise 
prices  were  not  noticeably  higher,  except  for  odd  lines,  such  as 
chemicAls  and  drugs,  saltpetre,  &c. 

Supplies  of  bank  notes  from  the  United  Kingdom  have  been 
inadequate,  and  both  in  Auckland  and  New  Zealand  banks  have 
had  to  fall  back  on  gold.  Silver  was  also  in  short  supply  owing 
to  the  big  demand.  (r.i.B.  8012.)

French  West  Indies  (St.  Pierre  &  Miquelon). —  K.M.  Consul  at  St. 
I’ieri*e  &  Miquelon  reports  that  there  are  no  wholesale  shops  there  and 
that,  w'ith  the  exception  of  occasional  small  purchases  from  the  United 
Kingdom,  retail  shoj)3  import  their  goods  direct  from  France.  The 
owners  of  these  shops  mostly  live  in  France  and  order  and  send  out 
such  goods  as  are  requiivd.  In  cases  whei’e  the  owners  live  in 
St.  I’ierre  goods  are  ordered  through  an  agent  and  are  generally  supplied 
by  rotail  general  stores  in  I’aris.  The  imports  of  German  goods  are 
very  small  and  probably  do  not  amount  to  more  than  4^200  annually.

MORATOHIUM  LAWS  AND  OTIIFK  FINANCIAL 
MFASUKES  AHH(4AI>. 

Austria. 

The  “  Reichsgesetzblatt  ”  (Vienna)  of  27th  Jatiuary  publishes  a 
further  Imperial  Order,  which  came  into  force  on  Ist  February, 
respecting  the  settlement  of  private  pecuniary  claims  in  Austria  (see 
p.  88(3  of  the  “  Board  of  Tr.ade  Journal  ”  of  .‘ilst  December,  1914). 

By  this  new  Order  the  third  instalment  of  25  per  cent,  of  debts 
which  fell  due  on  or  liefore  14th  August,  191 1,  must  be  paid  by  14th 
February  and  the  remainder  by  14th  April,  1915.  Of  those  which 
were  due  between  the  15th  and  3lst  August,  1914,  the  third  25  per 
cent,  is  to  be  paid  by  the  corresponding  day  in  February,  1915  (imt 
at  latest  by  the  28th  of  that  month),  and  the  rest  by  tlie  correspoiiding 
date  in  April  (30th  at  latest).  Of  the  obligations  falling  due  in 
Septeml)er  and  October,  1914,  the  third  25  per  cent,  must  be  paid  by 
the  same  day  of  March,  1915,  and  the  rest  by  the  corresponding  day 
in  May.  The  second  25  per  cent,  of  debts  due  in  November  must  be 
paid  by  the  same  day  of  the  month  in  April,  1915,  whilst  the  liqui¬ 
dation  of  the  remainder,  as  welt  as  of  debts  due  December,  1914,  and 
January,  1915,  is  suspended  until  Slst  May,  1915. 

Certain  payments  such  as  wages,  rents,  sick-fund  payments,  Ac. 
are  exempt  from  the  above  decisions.

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  744  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  17th  September,  relative  to  the  moratorium  in  Denmark, 
H.M.  Consul  at  Copenhagen  (Mr.  K.  Erskine)  reports  that  the 
moratorium,  which  was  extended  from  10th  October  to  15th  January, 
has  again  been  extended  and  will  not  now  terminate  until  15th  April.

TRADING  WITH  THE  ENEMY. 

Extension  of  Proclamations  to  Territory  in  Temporary  Occupation. 

By  the  king. 

A  PROCLAMATION 

Relating  io  'I’KAniNG  with  the  Enemy  (Ocxu  pied  Territory). 
GEORGE  R.l. 

Whekea.s,  as  a  result  of  the  present  war,  certain  territory  forming 
jiart  of  the  territory  of  an  enemy  country,  is  or  may  be  in  the  effective 
military  occupation  of  Us  or  Our  Allies,  or  of  a  Neutral  State  (in  this 
Pi'oclamation  referred  to  .as  “  territor}’  in  friendl}’  occupation  ”),  and 
i'ertain  territory  forming  j^art  of  Our  territory  or  of  that  of  an  allied 
or  neutral  State,  is  or  may  be  in  the  effective  military  occupation 
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of  an  enemy  (in  this  Proclamation  referred  to  as  “  territory  in  hostile 
occupation  ”) : 

Am)  wuekea.s  it  is  expedient  in  Our  interest  and  in  that  of  Our 
Allies  that  the  I’roclamations  relating  to  trading  with  the  enemy 
should  aj)ply  to  territory  in  friendly  occupation  as  they  apply  to  Our 
territory  or  that  of  Our  Allies,  and  should  apply  to  territory  in  hostile 
occupation  as  they  apply  to  an  enemy  countiy  : 

Now,  thekefore,  VVe  have  thought  fit,  bj’  and  with  the  advice  of 
Our  Privy  Council,  to  issue  this  Our  Roj’al  Proclamation  declaring, 
and  it  is  hereby  declared,  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  I’roclamations  for  the  time  being  in  force  relating  to  trading 
with  the  enemy  shall  apply  to  territory  in  friendly  occupation  as  they 
apply  to  Our  terrltor}"  or  that  of  Our  Allies,  and  to  territory  in 
hostile  occupation  as  thej’  apply  to  an  enemj’  conntiy. 

2.  Any  refei’ences  to  the  ontbre.ak  of  the  war  in  an)’  Proclamation 
so  applied  shall,  as  respects  territory  in  friendly  or  hostile  occupation, 
be  construed  as  references  to  the  time  at  which  the  territory  so 
liecame  in  friendly  or  hostile  occupation. 

3.  The  certificate  of  any  j^erson  authorised  b\  a  Secretary  of  State 
to  give  such  certificates  that  any  territory  is  in  friendly  or  hostile 
occu|)ation  within  the  meaning  of  this  Proclamation,  or  as  to  the 
time  at  which  any  territory  so  became  or  ceased  to  be  territory  in 
friendly  or  hostile  occupation,  shall,  for  the  jnirjmses  of  this  Piwlama- 
tion,  be  final  and  conclusive. 

I.  Nothing  in  this  Proclamation  shall  be  taken  to  ju’ohibit 
anything  which  may  be  expressly  permitted  by  Our  licence  or  by  a 
licence  given  on  Our  behalf  by  a  Secretary  of  State,  or  the  Hoard  of 
Trade,  or  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Our  Trea.sury,  whether  such 
licences  be  specially  granted  to  individuals  or  be  announced  as 
applying  to  classes  of  persons,  or  to  prohibit  any  special  arrange¬ 
ments  which  may  be  made  by  any  such  licence  or  otherwise  with 
Our  authority  for  special  treatment  of  any  occupied  territory  or 
|)ersons  in  any  such  occupied  territory  entitled  to  such  special 
treatment. 

5.  This  Proclamation  shall  be  called  the  'JVading  with  the  Enemy 
(Occupied  Territory)  I’roclamation,  1915.

ARTICLES  INTENDED  FOR  THE  FRENCH 
GOVERNMENT. 

Export  Regulations. 

The  Board  of  'I’rade  desire  to  draw  the  attention  ot  manufacturers, 
merchants  and  shippers  to  the  following  regulations  governing  the 
export  of  articles  destined  for  the  use  of  the  French  Government: — 

(1)  Application  for  permission  to  export  to  France  goods  of 

which  the  export  is  prohibited  by  Froclamation  will 
receive  special  consideration  if  it  can  be  clearly  shown 
that  the  goods  are  destined  for  the  use  directly  or 
indirectly  of  the  French  Government.  Such  applications 
must  be  m.ade  to  the  Commission  Internationale  de 
Ravitaillemeut,  India  House,  Kingsway,  W.C. 

(2)  Documents  issued  by  provincial  military  or  naval  officers, 

otljer  loi'al  authorities,  or  Government  contractors  in 
France  will  not  be  recognised  os  evidence  of  the  desti¬ 
nation  of  the  goods  unless  formally  apju’oved  in  writing 
by  the  competent  Department  of  the  French  Government. 

(d)  British  manufacturers,  merchants  and  shij^pers  are  accord¬ 
ingly  warned  that,  before  entering  into  any  contracts  for 
the  supply  of  goods  stated  to  bo  for  the  use  of  the  French 
Government,  they  should  first  obt.ain  from  their  clients 
written  evidence  that  the  approval  of  the  Ministry’  ot 
War.  Ministry’  of  Marine,  or  other  Department  concerned 
has  been  obtained. 

(4)  Application  for  permission  to  export  the  articles  in  question 
must  then  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Commission  Inter¬ 
nationale  de  Bavitaillement,  accompanied  by  the  necessary 
documentary  evideiu^e.  The  applicants  should  not 
proceed  with  the  execution  of  the  order  until  they’  have 
satisfied  themselves  that  a  permit  to  export  will  be 
granted. 

Any  firms  acreptxny  contracts  leithont  comiilying  with  the  almr 
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fegnlaiiovs  will  do  so  at  their  own  risk  and  with  foil  knowledge  t/uii 
yermission  to  export  the  goods  which  they  have  contracted  to  supply  may 
he  rejused. 

Applications  for  permission  to  export  goods  which  are  ordered  by 
firms  or  individuals  in  France  for  purely  industrial  purposes  and 
which  are  not  destined  for  the  use  of  the  French  Government  will 
(Xintinue  to  be  made  in  the  ordinary  manner  to  the  Commissioners  of 
Customs  and  Excise,  Custom  House,  Fl.C.  (c.l,!!.  4,Plo.) 


POSTAL  COMMUNICATION  WITH  PRISONERS 
OF  WAR. 

Insurance  of  Parcels  and  Letters. 

The  Cost  mast  er-General  notifies  that  jiarcels,  as  well  as  letteis.  tor 
prisoners  of  war  interned  in  Germany  may  now  be  insured  with  the 
I’ost  Office  subject  to  the  ordinary  regulations  set  forth  on  pp.  72-77 
of  the  current  f’ost  Office  Guide.  Insured  lioxes  are  also  accepted. 
I’articular  .attention  is  drawn  to  the  rules  relating  to  packing  and 
se.aling.  No  letter  or  parcel  can  be  accepted  for  insurance  unless 
adecjinatel}'  packed  and  s'^curelj’  fastened  with  a  seal  bearing  a  priv.ate 
mark.  No  charge  is  made  for  postage  or  insurance;  but  the  I’ost- 
m.aster-Gener.al  .accepts  no  liability  for  .any  loss  or  d.am.age  which  is 
due  to  causes  beyond  his  control. 

Similar  arrangements  are  in  force  with  i-egard  to  parcels  addressed 
to  prisoners  of  war  interned  in  the  Netherl.ands.  betters  may  also 
be  registered  if  addressed  to  prisoners  in  the  Netheidands,  but  not  if 
.addressed  to  prisoners  in  Germany. 


BRITISH  JURISDICTION  IN  MASKAT. 

The  “  London  G.azette”  of  12th  Febru.ary  publishes  an  Order  in 
Council,  dated  3rd  February,  rel.ative  to  llritish  jurisdiction  within 
the  Territories  of  the  Sultan  of  M.askat  and  Om.an.  The  main  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  Order  are  .as  follows  : — 

The  limits  of  this  Order  .are  Oman  and  the  coast  and  islands  of  the 
Gulf  of  Oman,  lieing  within  tiie  territories  of  the  Sultan  of  Mask.at 
.and  Oman. 

Subject  to  the  other  provisions  of  this  Order,  and  to  any  treaties 
for  the  time  being  in  force  relating  to  Mask.at,  His  M.ajesty’s 
crimimal  .and  civil  jurisdiction  in  Maskat  is  to  be  exercised  on  the 
principles  of  those  eiuactments  of  the  Governor-General  of  India  in 
Council  and  of  the  Governor  of  Homb.ay  in  Council  which  are 
enumerated  in  a  schedule  to  the  Order. 

A  register  of  British  subjects  is  to  be  kept  in  the  Political  Agency 
.at  Mask.at,  together  with  a  register  of  companies  incorporated  or 
registered  in  the  United  Kingdom  or  in  .any  British  Possession  and 
carrying  on  business  in  Maskat. 
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GOAL  SHIPMENTS  TO  CHILE. 

'I’he  H(  ard  of  Trade  have  l)een  informed  by  the  Admiralty  that 
under  existing  rules  the  Government  ot  Chile  do  not  permit  the 
re-expoit  of  coal  im|)orted  to  Chilean  ports,  and  that  owners  of  coal 
which  is  intended  for  transhipment  to  Chilean  ports  other  than  the 
|K)i  t  of  first  arrival,  are  required  to  sign  a  special  bond  of  a  nature 
satisfactory  to  the  Customs  Authorities,  this  bond  l)eing  cancelled 
after  the  ccal  reaches  its  destination.  (C.  1,784  ) 


WAR  RISKS  INSURANCE. 

Insurance  of  British  Fishing  Vessels. 

'I’he  Government  scheme  for  insuring  Hritish  fishing  vessels  against 
war  risks  which  was  started  in  August  last  by  the  Board  of  Trade  in 
co-operation  with  the  British  Fishing  Vessels  War  Risks  Insurance 
Association,  is  lieing  continued  for  a  further  period  of  three  months 
at  a  reduced  rate  of  premium. 

The  scheme  has  proved  very  successful  in  enabling  fishing  vessels 
to  continue  to  ply  tlieir  industry,  thus  maintaining  a  supply  of  fish, 
keeping  fishermen  in  occupation,  and  assisting  the  trades  which  are 
connected  with  the  fishing  indiistr}’. 

War  risks  to  persons  employed  on  merchant  ships  and 
fishing  vessels. 

The  Bc'ard  of  'I'rade  announce  that  arrangements  have  been  com¬ 
pleted  under  which  compensation  will  be  paj’able  in  the  case  of  all 
I  ersons  emjdoyed  in  any  capacity  on  board  British  merchant  ships 
who  may  be  injured  owing  to  hostilities.  A  special  scheme  has  been 
brought  into  operation  to  provide  for  cases  which  are  not  already 
covered  by  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Act.  The  arrangement 
also  apjdies  to  fishing  vessels  insured  under  the  Government  scheme. 


NAVAL  PRIZES. 

Prize  Courts  in  British  Oversea  Dominions.

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HABERDASHERY  TRADE  IN  THE  NETHERLANDS. 

Possibilities  for  United  Kingdom  Manufactnrers. 

H.M.  Consul  at  Rotterdam  (Mr.  E.  G.  B.  Maxse,  C. M.G.)  writes 
that  when  tracing  the  cause  of  the  success  of  Germany’s  export  trade 
in  comparison  with  its  British  competitors  the  fact  is  at  once  evident 
that  tlie  United  Kingdom,  with  its  many  powerful  resources  at  home 
as  well  as  in  its  Dominions  and  Colonies,  ought  not  to  fear  German 
competition.  This  fact,  however,  raises  the  question  how  it  is  possible 
that,  notwithstanding  Germany’s  heavy  handicap,  the  success  of 
German  manufacturers  should  be  so  great.  When  the  matter  is 
sifted  it  is  generally  found  that  close  attention  to  the  smallest 
details  of  the  taste  and  convenience  of  prospective  buyers  is  by  no 
means  the  least  important  factor  contributing  to  this  success.  It  is 
sometimes  such  details  as  the  exact  jxijition  of  a  button-hole,  or 
some  sentimental  preference — small  enough  matters  in  themselves — 
which  ultimately  determine  the  direction  in  which  trade  shall  flow. 
There  are,  of  course,  other  considerations  to  be  taken  into  account, 
and  these  range  from  the  adoption  of  a  suitable  system  of  weights 
and  measures  to  the  part  which  investment  of  capital  plays  in 
securing  trade  with  the  country  in  which  the  capital  is  invested. 

It  is  well-known  that  there  is  a  great  deal  of  German  capital 
invested  in  the  Netherlands,  even  in  retail  firms;  in  some  branches 
of  trade  most  of  the  firms  are,  in  some  degree,  bound  to  Germany. 
This  naturally  places  British  traders  at  a  disadvantage,  and  the  only 
reined)'  appears  to  be  the  similar  investment  of  British  capital  in 
the  Netherlands. 

Every  year,  at  the  right  time,  German  commercial  travellers  visit  the 
Netherlands  in  large  numbers.  On  the  other  hand,  British  travellers 
are  scarcely  ever  seen  and  even  then  only  late  in  the  season.  For 
example,  representatives  of  German  manufacturers  visit  the  Nether¬ 
lands  in  November  or  the  beginning  of  December  with  very  extensive 
ranges  of  neckties  for  the  spring  and  summer  sales  ;  in  J  uly  they  seek 
orders  for  autumn  sales,  and  in  September  make  a  further  visit  for 
Santa  Claus  (tith  December),  the  time  for  Dutch  Christmas  pre.sent8. 
British  manufacturers  are  very  seldom  ready  for  the  spring  sales 
iH'fore  February,  and  are  also  late’  in  the  autumn,  and  their  selection 
is  smaller  and  not  so  suitable  for  Dutch  requirements.  Moreover, 
they  do  not  visit  the  Netherlands  sudiciently.  Kven  n'jio,  d'lriiuj 
the  war,  Germiin  manufacturers  are  sendiu'j  out  manif  travellers. 

The  use  of  British  weights  and  measures  and  lack  of  knowledge  of 
Dutch  are  adiiitional  handicaps  on  the  sale  of  British  goods.  British 
exporters  who  desire  to  increase  their  trade,  should  adopt  the  weights 
and  measures  system  of  the  country  to  which  they  are  exporting — in 
this  case  the  metric  system.  It  is  necessary  also,  as  many  of  even 
the  large  traders  in  the  Netherlands  are  not  acquaintel  wdth  the 
English  language,  that  the  United  Kingdom  exporter  should  have 
either  a  travelling  representative  with  a  knowledge  of  Dutch,  or  else 
a  good  local  agent. 

Coloured  shirts,  with  loose  cuffs,  are  mostly  worn  in  the  Nether¬ 
lands.  Soft  white  shirts  ovith  piqu6  fronts  with  a  small  handb order 
and  no  cutfs  are  in  great  demand.  B.ntish  manufacturers,  w’ho  desire 
to  capture  some  of  the  shirt  trade  which  Gorman  and  Austrian  firms 
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do  with  the  NetheilaiKls,  are  advised  to  give  attention  to  the  “  make¬ 
up,”  which  is  entirely  diti’erent  to  that  of  shirts  sold  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  The  same  remark  applies  to  coUnrs.  The  laundering,  press¬ 
ing,  iinish,  and  packing  of  German  and  Austrian  collars  are  superior 
to  that  of  the  iiritish  and  more  suited  to  Dutch  requirements. 
This  is  especially  so  in  the  case  of  cotton  collar.^,  which  is  the  kind 
most  sold.  A  more  \aried  selection  of  double  collars,  adapted  for 
wear  with  ready-made  neckties,  should  be  provided.  All  collars 
should  have  the  back  button  hole  horizontal  instead  ot  vertical  as  in 
this  country. 

'  'otion  and  easinnere  socks,  the  former  in  greater  variety  and  the 
latter  in  stouter  quality  than  are  usually  ex})orted  from  tlie  United 
Kingdom,  could  lie  more  extensively  sold.  More  strength  is  also 
necessary  in  ffoi/s'  stockhiijs  and  in  the  cheaper  and  medium  qualities 
of  socks. 

Hoys'  jtfrseys  and  knickers  are  imported  mainly  from  Germany,  as 
the  styles  manufactured  in  the  United  Kingdom  are  not  so  suitable 
for  the  Netherlands  market ;  the  knickers,  tor  e.xample,  are  too  wide 
at  the  knees. 

Studs,  links  and  other  jewellen/  for  men's  wetir  could  be  sold  by 
itritish  manufacturers  willing  to  study  the  peculiarities  of  the  Dutch 
market.  For  example,  cuH-links  should  have  no  chains,  but  should 
l>e  made  with  the  tops  and  lx>ttoms  detachable.  Studs  .should  also 
have  the  tops  moveable. 

Most  men,  it  is  stated,  wear  nujliUskirts,  but  there  is  an  increasing 
demand  for  jnjjanias.  A  considerable  amount  of  business  could  also 
be  done  in  lonJ’rellas  and  walkimj  slicks,  braces  and  neckties  (par. 
ticularly  “four-in-hand”  and  ready-made  ties).  (0.  2,297.') 


liHlTLSlI  TKADE  OIM’ORTUNITIES  IN  CURA. 

In  a  report  on  the  possibility  of  extending  British  trade  with  Cuba 
II. M.  Minister  at  Havana  would  recommend  United  Kingdom  manu¬ 
facturers  to  push  the  articles  the}’’  at  present  make,  but  they  should 
vary  and  extend  their  ranges  of  goods  as  much  as  possible  in  onler 
to  have  articles  which,  though  not  copies  of  German  and  Austrian 
goods,  might  serve  to  meet  the  demand  caused  by  the  failure  of  the 
latter  supply.  This  i-ecommendation  has  the  advantage  of  being  a 
lesser  strain  cn  the  linancial  resources  of  the  factories  and,  at  the 
.-ame  time,  its  adoption  would  tend  to  change  the  nature  of  the 
Cuban  demand. 

As  regards  the  general  terms  under  which  business  is  conducted, 
Cuba  oflers  nothing  of  special  note.  The  tendency  is  towards  long 
credits,  and  three  months,  six  months,  or  even  longer  terms  are 
conceded.  Apparentl}”  German  firms  have  used  the  concession  of 
longer  credits  as  a  means  of  obtaining  bu.siness.  The  fact  that  the 
principal  product  of  the  Island  is  sugar,  and  thal  the  sugar  crop  is 
made  once  a  year,  must  always  have  a  bearing  on  terms  of  credit  and 
on  business  in  general.  The  sugar  harvest  commences  in  December 
and  continues  until  June  and  during  these  months  the  money  which 
has  bt'en  invested  in  the  production  of  the  crop  is  gradually  released 
and  a  L'eneral  settlement  takes  place. 
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Hardware. — With  the  exception  of  tinplate,  which,  to  a  certain 
extent  is  manufactured  locally,  there  are  no  hardware  factories  in 
Cuba.  The  principal  articles  of  hardware  imported  in  1913  were: — 
table  cutlery,  other  cutlery,  nails,  tinplate  manufactures  and  miscel¬ 
laneous  hardware.  There  will  undoubtedly  be  short  supplies  in 
various  lines.  Probably  one  of  the  principal  shortages  will  be  in 
enamelled  hollow-ware  of  the  cheaper  grades,  including  kitchen  utensils; 
this  ware  is  generally  white  inside  and  blue  outside,  and,  though  it 
does  not  seem  to  wear  very  well,  it  finds  a  ready  sale.  A  large  pro¬ 
portion  of  these  goods  is  of  Austrian  origin.  There  is  a  good  sale 
also  for  scissors,  razors,  cheap  grade  household  and  furniture  hardware, 
trade  tools,  and  builders'  hardware.  In  recent  years  the  number  of 
electric  light  and  other  electric  plants  in  Cuba  has  steadily  increased, 
and  the  demand  for  sockeU,  switches  and  other  electrical  luxrdware  is 
steadily  advancing.  In  scissors,  as  in  many  other  lines  of  steel 
goods,  japanning,  nickelling,  and  any  other  device  to  prevent  rusting 
should  be  used  as  much  as  possible  in  goods  for  the  Cuban  market. 
In  packing  it  is  desirable  that  the  small  cardboard  boxes,  which  iron¬ 
mongers  keep  on  their  shelves,  should  be  marked  in  Spanish,  and 
that  the  packing  used  should  be  moisture  proof.  Six  months  is  the 
common  period  of  credit  given  in  this  trade. 

Chinaware. — The  princij)al  items  in  the  imports  of  chinaware  in 
1913  were  china  and  porceliin  for  table  and  other  uses.  The 
United  Kingdom  enjoys  a  large  proportion  of  the  trade  in  table 
china,  and  the  present  time  and  conditions  seem  opportune  for 
securing  a  substantial  increase.  The  greater  part  of  this  trade  is  in 
heavy  plain  white  china.  The  supply  of  porcelain  ware  and  miscel¬ 
laneous  articles  is  almost  entirely  German,  and  this  trade,  though  its 
volume  is  much  less  than  that  of  the  china  ware  trade,  seems  to  offer 
an  opportunity  to  United  Kingdom  manufacturers. 

Leather  Ooods. — In  miscellaneous  manufactures  of  leather  the 
British  imports  in  1913  amounted  to  a  value  of  £9,360  and  German 
to  £11,232.  A  great  many  leather  belts  are  worn.  For  the  Cuban 
market  this  article  should  be  smart  in  appearance,  as  waistcoats  are 
not  generally  worn  and  the  belt  is  always  visible.  A  most  varied 
assortment,  both  as  regards  the  leather  and  buckles,  is  shown  by  the 
shops  in  Havana.  There  is  a  fair  demand  for  coin  purses  and  also  for 
pocket  books  to  cany  paper  money. 

Small  articles  of  leather  may  well  be  carded  for  shop  window  dis¬ 
play  where  their  nature  admits  of  it.  The  lettering  on  cards  should 
be  in  Spanish,  as  should  also  any  descriptive  name  stamped  on  the 
article  itself,  though  probably  it  would  be  better  to  leave  the  article 
unstamped  unless  it  is  intended  to  register  the  name  or  brand. 

Cotton  goods.  —The  cotton  trade  being  already  lai'gely  in  the  hands 
of  United  Kingdom  manufacturers  and  well-known  to  Hritish  mer¬ 
chants  retjuires  little  comment.  The  market  is  one  which  requires, 
and  pays  for,  careful  attention.  Enquiries  reveal  the  fact  that  British 
exporters  fulfil  all  requirements  and  that  they  and  their  methods  are 
popular  in  the  trade.  Success  in  this  line  appears  to  depend  largely 
on  the  readiness  of  exporters  to  supply  what  the  Cuban  merchant 
desires  and  willingness  in  some  cases  to  grant  extended  credits.  The 
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lar^^er  inercliants  pa}' cash  against  documents,  but  the  usual  terms  are 
90  days  with  an  extension  to  six  months  in  some  cases.  One  of  the 
principal  reasons  why  (Jermans  have  captured  a  portion  of  this,  as  of 
other  trades,  is  their  willingnts.s  to  grant  as  long  as  six ‘months' 
credit. 

Another  method  of  German  dealers  appears  to  l)e  to  quote  higher 
prices  with  the  same  discount  irresj)ective  of  the  length  of  credit,  the 
price  itself  varying.  The  liritish  merchant  quotes  the  same  price 
but  the  rate  of  discount  varies.  The  German  method  apjiears  to 
appeal  to  many  Cuban  merchants. 

The  only  line  in  which  the  Germans  have  a  large  hold  is  in  cotton 
knitted  goods  {e.g.,  socks  and  stockings  of  intermediate  (juality).  The 
trade  would  probably  repay  attention  from  liritish  manufacturers. 
The  class  of  goods  lequired  is  light  in  texture,  of  small  sizes  and  of 
somewhat  showy  patterns.  'I’he  German  manufacturers  offer  these 
goods  in  great  vai-iety. 

Paper,  Cardboard,  &c. — The  paper  imported  from  Germany  is  mostly 
irrappivg  and  fmue  paper,  colovnd  and  glazed  paper,  tinfoil  paper, 
also  cheap  staiiomry  in  boxes  and  loose,  exercise  books  and  paper  for 
lookhinding.  The  only  kind  of  paper  imported  in  any  quantity  from 
the  United  Kingdom  is  high-class  drawing  juiper.  A  large  amount 
of  low-quality  coloured  jrints  and  lithographed  advertising  matter,  such 
as  calendars,  also  comes  from  Get  many.  Credit  terms  vary  from 
thirty  days  to  three  months. 

Machinery. — A  great  part  of  the  machinery  imported  is  for  use 
in  connection  with  the  sugar  industry.  The  market  in  these  goods  is 
w’ell-known  to  British  dealers  and  there  appears  to  be  no  particular 
reason  for  German  success  in  this  market  except  a  readiness  to  grant 
long  credits.  Entire  mills  and  all  the  parts  thereof  are  bought 
indiscriminately  from  all  the  countries  competing,  but  there  seems  to 
be  some  preference  for  British  centrifugals  and  for  German  filter- 
presses  and  pumps.  The  teims  of  credit  for  all  kinds  of  machinery 
show  great  variation. 

Glass. — The  imports  under  this  heading  include  ivindow  glass, 
bottles,  mirrors,  electric  lamps  and  small  glassware  and  in  none  of  these 
does  the  United  Kingdom  do  a  large  trade  w’ith  Cuba,  most  of 
these  goods  being  imported  from  the  United  States  and  Germany. 

Chemicals  aod  Medicines. — The  United  States  and  Germany  also  do 
most  of  the  import  trade  in  chemicals  and  medicines.  The  obstacles  to 
British  trade  in  these  goods  have  so  far  been  the  lack  of  parcel  post 
facilities,  lack  of  British  distributing  houses  which  will  sell  chemicals 
wholesale  in  small  quantities,  such  as  ai*e  numerous  in  Germany,  and 
the  lack  of  local  representatives  of  British  firms. 

Pianca.— Medium-size  upiight  pianos,  which  are  told  for  £70  or 
£80  each  are  most  in  demand.  The  frames  are  of  iron  and  the  cases 
should  be  of  hardwood,  preferably  mahogany,  as  soft  woods  are  lapidly 
destroyed  by  insects.  Pianos  such  as  are  made  for  India  would  be 
suitable  also  for  the  damp  climate  of  Cuba.  As  most  pianos  are  sold 
on  the  instalment  plan  long  credits  are  required — from  six  to  twelve 
months  being  usual. 

Toys. —  Most  of  the  toys  imported  come  from  Geimany  and  the 
United  States.  Terms  of  credit  up  to  six  months  are  quite  usual.

cent,  ad  valorem  under  the  General  Tariff’. 

These  changes  are  not,  however,  applicable  to  silk  fabrics,  velvets, 
ribbons  and  embroideries,  nor  to  wlieat  flour,  tea,  coal  (anthracite), 
salt  for  curing  fish,  lines,  twines,  nets  and  hooks  for  the  fisheries, 
certain  agricultural  implements,  sugar,  tobacco,  newspaper  presses, 
newspaper  printing  paper,  typesetting  and  typecasting  machines  and 
various  other  miscellaneous  articles.

A  copy  of  a  Cu.stoms  Memorandum  (No.  187 IB)  has  been  received 

notifying  that  a  Ministerial  Order,  dated 
10th  December,  1014,  has  been  issued 
prohibiting,  for  a  period  of  six  months 
from  the  14th  December  last,  the  im¬ 
portation  or  introduction  into  Canada  of 
any  hay,  straw,  fodder,  foocLtuffs  or  litter  accom})anying  horses  from 
Continental  Europe.  (^C.  5,42.=).) 

'Fhe  Board  of  Trade  have  I’eceived  i*opy  of  a  further  Customs  Memo¬ 
randum  (No.  1882B),  dated  19th  January,  1915, 
^stating  that  large  quantities  of  milk  bottles  of 
wine  measure  capacity  have  been  imported  into 
Canada  for  use  in  the  sale  of  milk  on  the  basis  of  the  Imperial 
measure. 

In  future,  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  will  be  notified 
by  Customs  Officers  of  every  shipment  of  milk  bottles  imported  into 
the  Dominion — the  goods  being  held  until  the  Inspector  has  an 
opportunity  of  selecting  and  testing  sufficient  samples  to  satisfy 
himself  that  the  whole  shipment  is  within  the  tolerated  percentage 
of  error.

Tlie  imports  excepted  are  carbide  of  calcium,  tar  and  pitch,  straw- 
l)oard,  butter  paper,  and  manurial  salts.

STRAITS  SETTLEMENTS. 

The  Straits  Settlements  “  Government  Gazette  Extraordinary  ”  of  the 

23rd  December,  1914,  contains  a  Notifi¬ 
cation  (No.  1502  of  1914)  laying  down 
regulations  in  a  Notice  to  Importers  and 
Exporters  respecting  the  requirement  of 
certificates  of  origin  for  certain  goods 
(except  foodstuffs)  imported  into  the 
Straits  Settlements  from  various  neutral  Euroi)ean  countries  and  of 
Declarations  of  Ultimate  Destination  of  all  exports  to  various  foreign 
countries  from  the  Colony. 

The  Notification  reads  as  follows  : 


Requirement  of  Certificates 
of  Origin  for  certain  Imports 
and  of  Declarations  of 
Ultimate  Destination  for 
Exports. 


Notice  to  Importers  and  Exporters. 

1.  The  attention  of  importers  and  exporters  is  directed  to  Notifi¬ 
cation  No.  1094,  published  in  the  “  Gazette  Extraordinary  ”  of  15th 
September,  1914,  in  which  are  set  out  the  provisions  of  His  Majesty’s 
Proclamation  dated  the  9th  September,  relating  to  Trading  with  the 
Enemy.  By  paragraph  4  (7)  of  this  Notification  all  persons  resident, 
carrying  on  business,  or  being  in  His  Majesty’s  Dominions  are  warned 
"  not  directly  or  indirectly  to  supply  to  or  for  the  use  or  benefit  of,  or 
“  obtain  from  an  enemy  country  or  an  enemy  any  goods,  wares,  or 
“  merchandise  ;  nor  directly  or  indirectly  to  supply  to  or  for  the  use 
“  or  benefit  of,  or  obtain  from  any  person  any  goods,  wares,  or 
“  merchandise,  for  or  by  way  of  transmission  to  or  from  an  enemy 
“  country  or  an  enemy  ;  nor  directly  or  indirectly  to  trade  in  or  carry 
“  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  destined  for  or  coming  from  an 
“  enemy  country  or  an  enemy.”  It  is  further  provided  by  paragraph 
2  that  the  expression  “enemy”  in  the  Proclamation  means  “any 
“  pei’son  or  bofly  of  persons  of  whatever  nationality  resident  or  carry- 
“  ing  on  business  in  the  enemy  country,  but  does  not  include  persons 
“  of  enemy  nationality  who  are  neither  resident  nor  carrying  on 
“  business  in  the  enemy  country.  In  the  case  of  incorporated  bodies, 
“  enemy  character  attaches  only  to  those  incorporated  in  an  enemy 
“  country.” 

2.  With  a  view  to  preventing  breaches  of  this  Proclamation  it  is 
hereby  notified  that  the  Registrar  of  Impirts  and  Exports  has  been 
authorised  to  require  Certificates  of  Origin  or  Declarations  of  Ultimate 
Destination,  resjiectively,  to  be  presented  in  rt.*spect  of  all  gixids,  wa'es, 
or  merchandise  imported  into  or  export'd  from  the  Straits  Settlements 
in  trade  with  any  toreign  port  in  Europe  or  on  the  Mediterranean  or 
Black  Seas,  with  the  exception  of  those  ot  Russia,  France,  Spain,  and 
Portugal. 
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3.  Declarations  of  Ultimate  Destination  will  conseijuently  be 
i-ecjnired  until  further  notice  in  resjject  of  all  exports,  without  regard 
to  value  of  consignments,  to  all  foreign  ports  referred  to  above. 

4.  Ft)r  the  pi*e8ent,  however,  Certificates  of  Origin  will  not  be 
rc(juired  in  respect  of  imports  of  focdstuft's,  or  in  i-espect  of  aii)’ 
imports  from  countries  other  than  those  specified  in  Schedule  1 
below,  or  in  res|iect  of  individual  consignmenis  not  exceeding  £50  in 
value.  The  certificates  and  declarations  referred  to  must  be  in  the 
form  preecrilied  by  the  Schedules  II.  and  III.  heivto. 

5.  Any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  imported  from  the  above- 
mentioned  foi-eign  |)oite,  except  as  provided  for  in  paragraph  4, 
unaccompanied  by  Certificates  of  Origin  will  be  detained  by  the 
Kegistrar  of  lm|X)rts  and  Exports  until  the  requisite  certificates  are 
liroduced.  The  Kegistrar  is,  however,  authorised  in  such  cases,  and 
at  his  discretion,  to  allow  delivery  of  the  goods  on  the  security  of  a 
deposit  or  of  a  bond  to  the  amount  of  three  times  the  value  of  the 
goods  with  a  view  to  the  production  of  the  necessary  certificates 
within  a  prescrilied  perio<l,  provided  that  he  sees  no  reason  for 
suspecting  that  the  goods  emanate  from  an  eneni)”  country.

manufacture,  sale,  storage,  &c.  of  explosive  sub¬ 
stances  in  the  Straits  Settlements.

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STRAITS  SETTLEMENTS  —ronti  steed. 

It  is  prescribed  under  Part  VI.  of  the  Notification  that  the  follow¬ 
ing  rules  shall  appl}’  to  the  importation,  exportation  and  removal  of 
explosives  (other  than  matches,  Christmas  crackers,  certain  fireworks 
not  exceeding  10  lbs.  in  weight  and  safety  cartridges  for  small  arms 
not  exceeding  50O  rounds  for  }>er6onal  use  with  an  arm  for  which  a 
possession  licence  is  held  by  the  owner)  : 

An  explosive  shall  not  be  imported  into  or  exported  from  the 
Colony,  except  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  prescribed  conditions 
of  a  licence  granted  to  impoit  or  export  the  explosive 

It  is,  however,  provided  that  any  explosive  may,  previous  to  the 
grant  of  an  importation  licence,  if  certified  to  be  of  British  manufac- 
tun*,  if  imported  from  the  United  Kingdom  and  covered  by  the 
certificate  granted  by  one  of  His  Majesty’s  Inspectors  of  Explosives 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  be  landed  in  accordance  with  such  regula¬ 
tions  as  may  be  prescribed  bj’^  the  Governor  in  Council,  and  be  stored 
in  a  place  set  apart  by  the  Governor  in  Council  for  this  purpose,  or 
in  any  j)rivate  magazine  declared  by  the  Governor  in  Council  to  be 
suitable  therefor,  but  no  explosive  may  be  removed  therefrom,  except 
for  export,  until  the  licence  to  import  has  been  granted.  The 
Govenior  in  Council  may  extend  this  privilege  to  any  such  explosive 
not  ot  British  manufactui’e,  I'egai'ding  which  he  is  satisfied  that  it 
has  been  manufactured  under  adequate  official  supervision. 

Before  any  explosive  is  landed  under  the  above  proviso,  the  con¬ 
signee  shall  give  to  the  Port  Officer  such  undertaking,  with  or 
without  security,  as  the  said  officer  thinks  sufficient,  to  obey,  in  the 
event  of  the  explosives  failing  to  satisfy  the  prescribed  testa,  such 
directions  as  to  its  disposal  as  the  Governor  may  see  fit  to  prescribe. 

Whoever  imports  an  explosive  in  contravention  of  the  above  regu¬ 
lations,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  1 ,500  dollars. 

No  licence  shall  l)e  granted  for  the  ijnportation  of  any  explosive  if 
it  be  an  explosive  for  which  a  test  or  examination  has  been  prescribed, 
unless  samples  of  the  explosive  are  cei’tified  by  the  Inspector  of 
Explosives  to  have  passed  the  prescribed  test  or  examination. 

Explosives  which  have  already  undergone  the  prescribed  tests  at 
any  |K)rt  of  the  Colony  may  l>e  re-imported  by  sea  into  any  other  port 
ot  the  Colony  at  which  the  imix)rtation  of  explosives  is  lawful,  under 
licence,  without  re-testing,  but  subject  to  the  pioduction  of  the 
I'equired  certificate  of  the  Inspector  of  Explosives  at  the  jxirt  of 
exportat  ion. 

No  vessel  loaded  with,  or  in  the  course  of  being  loaded  with  or 
discharging  explosiv’cs,  shall  (except  in  certain  specified  cases)  enter 
the  limits  of  any  port,  except  for  the  purpose  of  proceeding  direct  to 
the  Explosives  Anchorage,  which  is  defined  in  the  Notification  for  the 
various  Settlements. 

Every  p<*r8on  wishing  to  ship,  land,  or  remove  an  explosive  shall 
apply  for  })erraission  to  the  Licensing  Officer  in  prescribed  form,  and 
such  explosive  shall  not  be  shipped,  landed  or  removed  until  a  licence 
in  the  prescribed  form  has  been  granted. 
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STRAITS  SETTLEMENTS— 

The  fee  levied  by  the  Licensing  Officer  for  a  licence  to  import, 
export,  or  remove  explosives  is  li.xed  at  50  cents,  which  shall  be  paid 
in  stamps  affixed  to  the  counterfoil  of  each  licence. 

The  Notification  also  prescribes  regulations  regarding  the 
classification,  manufacture,  storage,  transport  and  testing  of 
explosives,  as  well  as  the  fees  payable  for  certain  purposes.  (C.  5,038.)

Tariff  Changes  and  Customs  Regulations. 


UNITED  STATES  OF  ^-continued. 

Subject  to  these  provisions,  tea  in  packages  of  less  than 
five  pounds,  that  is,  packages  containing  1  ^  to  4  ounces  of  tea 
each,  were  imported.  The  immediate  containers,  holders,  or 
coverings  of  the  tea  were  either  sheet  lead,  cardboard  boxes,  or 
boxes  with  cardboard  sides  and  tin  tops  and  bottoms.  So 
constituted,  these  packages  of  tea  were  packed  in  larger  tin 
boxes  holding  more  than  five  pounds.  These  larger  tin  boxes  are 
substantially  made,  are  capable  of  being  used  and  are  used  as 
containers  after  the  package  teas  are  removed  therefrom,  and 
according  to  the  undisputed  testimony  of  one  witness  are  some¬ 
times  of  more  value  than  the  packages  of  tea  contained  therein. 
When  package  teas  are  imported  in  these  large  tin  boxes  such 
boxes  are  covered  with  wooden  boxes  or  crates. 

The  evidence  shows  that  these  cardboard  or  cardlward  and  tin 
boxes  are  of  no  appreciable  value  after  the  tea  has  been  removed 
therefrom  and  generally  are  thrown  away.  It  also  tends  to  show 
that  the  lead  covering  is  likewise  of  no  value  and  if  imported 
separately  w’ould  be  in  the  form  of  sheets  because  of  its  physical 
inability  to  maintain  the  shape  of  a  container  unless  filled.  The 
tea,  of  course,  was  ailmitted  free,  but  duty  was  assessed  upon 
these  immediate  containers,  holders,  or  coverings  according  to 
the  appropriate  rates  therefor  elsewhere  provided  in  the  Act,  and 
no  duty  was  assessed  u}X)n  the  larger  tin  boxes  in  which  the 
packages  were  imported.  This  assessment  was  sustained  by  the 
Hoard  of  General  Appraisers. 

^J'he  single  question  here  is  whether  under  the  provisions  of 
))aragraph  (327  duty  was  properly  assessed  upon  these  immediate 
containers,  holders,  or  coverings. 

The  testimon)'^  of  record  shows  that  loose  tea  is  imported  in 
various  kinds  of  containers,  in  quantities  of  more  than  five 
pounds  and  that  package  teas  seldom  contain  more  than  one 
pound  of  tea  in  a  package  and  never  more  than  five  pounds. 

Confessedly  the  language  of  the  paragraph  is  not  free  from 
ambiguity.  It  provides  for  duty  on  some  citns,  boxes,  or  other 
containers  of  tea,  but  it  is  not  clear  whether  such  dutiable 
articles  are  the  immediate  containers  or  coverings  of  the  tea, 
which  with  their  contents  constitute  a  package  of  tea,  or  are  the 
larger  cans,  boxes,  or  containers  in  which  such  packages  are 
placed  prior  to  shipment  and  importation. 

[Here  follows  a  review  of  the  history  of  the  legislation  afecting 
containers^  and  a  statement  of  the  considerations  on  which  the 
present  decision  is  based  "] 

For  these  reasons,  and  after  much  consideration,  w’e  conclude 
that  Congress  intended  to  declare  in  paragraph  G27  that  the 
larger  containers  used  in  the  shipment  and  transportation  of  tea 
put  up  and  imported  in  packages  of  less  than  five  pounds  each 
should  be  taxed,  and  not  the  imm-ediate  coverings,  wrappings,  or 
containers  which  constitute  a  part  of  the  packasjes.  It  is  not 
claimed  that  the  smaller  boxes  or  lead  sheets  in  this  case  are 
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UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  — eontinusd. 
unusual  containers  or  coverings,  or  designed  for  use  otherwise 
than  in  the  Itoud  fide  transportation  of  the  merchandise. 

Tlie  (lovernnient’s  claim  that  it  was  the  intent  of  Congress  to 
afford  some  measure  of  protection  to  the  tea  packers  of  this 
country  is  satislied  by  this  interpretation.  The  onlj’  difference 
is  that  we  give  effect  to  this  intent  by  a  tax  upon  the  larger  and 
more  durable,  useful,  and  valuable  containers  instead  of  upon 
those  that  are  small,  unsubstantial,  and  of  no  commercial  value. 
Congress  may  well  have  recognisetl  the  soundness  of  the  claim 
that,  at  least  when  free  goo<l8  are  considered,  such  immediate 
containers  thereof  as  are  liefore  us  should  be  given  free  entry 
and  the  consumers  be  thereby  permitted  to  obtain  without  tax 
thereon  a  suitable  holder  or  container  of  the  merchandise  in 
which  to  keep  it  until  used  and  as  an  incident  to  the  character 
of  the  commodity.  Again,  this  construction  would  seem  to  result 
in  a  greater  uniformity  of  cost  in  the  prices  to  the  consumers  of 
f  he.se  package  teas,  because,  instead  of  resulting  in  varing  prices 
of  the  jiackages  according  to  the  duty  upon  the  immediate  con¬ 
tainers  or  wrappings,  which  then  would  become  the  unit  of  taxa¬ 
tion,  logically,  at  least,  a  duty  upon  the  larger  containers  would 
be  distributed  jiro  rata  upon  the  packages  contained  by  them, 
resulting  in  equality  of  cost  of  the  package  teas  in  any  given 
container,  which  would  not  happen  if  there  were  packed  in  any 
given  container  packages  m  hose  immediate  coverings  or  wrappers 
were  subjected  to  different  rates  of  duty. 

'fhe  conclusion  we  reach  renders  it  unnecessary  to  consider  or 
dispose  of  .any  other  questions  raised  by  the  record.

Liquid  carbonic-acid  gas,  aniline  oil,  ortho  toluidine,  nitrobenzol, 
gasolene,  kerosene,  lubricating  oil,  distillates  and  fuel  oil  similar  to 
gasolene,  wood  alcohol,  glycerin,  palm-kernel  or  palm-nut  oil,  coconut 
oil,  peanut  oil.  soya-bean  oil,  and  Chinese  or  Japanese  wood  oil. 

The  Department  has  also  held  that  foreign-made  drums  used  for  the 
shipment  of  beer  are  not  entitled  upon  re-importation  to  admission 
free  of  duty  under  paragraph  404. 

Iron  or  steel  drums  of  domestic  manufacture  exported  and 
returned  should  be  entered  under  the  provisions  of  Articles  568  to 
577,  inclusive,  of  the  Customs  Regulations  of  1908.

surtax  of  10  per  cent,  (paper)  on  the  registration  charge  (expedieute) 
on  duty-free  goods,  are  maintained  in  force.  As  in  previous  Budget 
liaws,  the  Government  is  authorised  (1)  to  lev}’,  for  the  benefit  of  a 
fund  to  bo  expended  in  the  improvement  of  Brazilian  ports  carried 
out  by  the  Federal  Government,  a  tax,  not  exceeding  2  per  cent, 
(gold)  upon  the  official  import  valuations,*  exception  being  made  in 
the  case  of  the  articles  subject  to  the  surtax  on  cereals;  and  (2)  to 
levy  a  tax  of  from  1  to  5  reis  per  kilog.  on  merchandise  loaded  or 
discharged  at  Brazilian  ports,  according  to  the  value  of  the  goods, 
when  proceeding  from  or  destined  for  other  ports.

SPAIN. 

II. M.  Consul  at  Bilbao  (Mr.  A.  M.  Madden,  C.M.G.)  reports  that  the 
Spanish  Naval  Construction  Company  of  Ferrol 
and  Cadiz  has  concluded  an  agreement  with  the 
Bilbiio  steel  works  “  Altos  Hornos,”  whereby  a 
site  on  the  Bilbao  river  ha?  been  leased  to  them  for  the  erection  of 
large  dockyards  for  the  construction  of  merchant  ships.  The  Naval 
Construction  Company  has  also  made  an  agreement  with  the  Spanish 
Transatlantic  Steamship  Line  to  construct  twenty  liners  of  a  total 
tonnage  of  100,000  tons,  and  of  a  value  of  .£  t,000,000,  the  work  to 
be  completed  in  twenty  years. 

According  to  the  local  press,  the  new  works  will  have  a  river 
frontage  of  over  550  yards  and  will  eventually  employ  some  2,000 
men,  while  it  will  he  possible  to  undertake  the  construction  of  three 
vessels  simultaneoush'.  Piling  will  be  commenced  at  once  and  the 
erection  of  the  works  pushed  forward.  Shipbuilding  will,  it  is 
e.xpected,  be  commenced  by  the  spring  of  1916.  The  industrial 
and  economic  importance  of  the  new  factory  is  likely  to  be 
considerable  and  of  much  value  to  Bilbao.  It  is  probable  that,  for 
the  present,  only  the  hulls  will  be  built  at  Bilbao,  the  machinery 
being  manufactured  at  Ferrol.  (C  4,698.)

There  will  be  no  prospect, 
however,  of  the  rolling  mills  working  at  full  capacity  whilst 
foreign  orders  are  lacking.  Before  the  war  Russia  was  the  chief 
customer  of  the  Upper  Silesian  zinc  works  and  the  trade  had  been 
increasing  from  year  to  year.  The  zinc  industry  suffered  from  foreign 
competition  before  the  war,  the  imports  of  zinc  sheets  having 
increased  over  100  per  cent,  during  the  last  few  years.  Trade  in 
zinc  dust  was  fairly  good  ;  prices  were  not  high,  but  satisfactory 
considering  the  general  conditions.  (X.  r>,050.) 

.\ccording  to  the  “  Borsen-Zeitung  ”  of  1st  February,  the  sitn- 
ation  in  the  Upper  Silesian  tube  market  was 
unsatisfactory  in  December  and  the  first  half  of 
January,  not  so  much  on  account  of  the  war  as 
of  the  general  depression  which  has  been  developing 
in  the  industry  during  the  last  two  years.  At  present  the  export 
trade  is  at  a  standstill,  the  former  large  orders  for  boring  tubes  from 
Galicia  and  Roumania  having  quite  ceased.

sufficient  to  permit  of  the  reduction  of  the  holidays  recently  arranged 
for  in  many  of  the  works  ;  in  special  articles  trade  almost  ceased, 
although  fairly  good  orders  were  given  for  industrial  articles.  Works 
making  war  material  have  been  busy  Iatel\’.  There  were  practically 
no  onlers  for  future  delivery,  and  only  a  few  sales  for  immediate 
needs.  Prices  remained  at  the  same  high  level  owing  to  keen  com- 
)>etition,  but  are  no  higher  than  at  the  beginning  of  the  war,  in  spite 
of  increased  working  expenses.  The  works  making  articles  such  as 
chains,  wire  nails,  galvanised  wire  and  builders’  nails  are  doing  fairly 
well,  having  received  the  usual  spring  orders  for  such  goods,  but 
prices  leave  much  to  be  desired. 

'J'he  wire  industry  cannot  look  forward  to  mucli  better  conditions 
during  the  next  few  months,  although  the  works  supplying  war  needs 
should  do  good  business  at  profitable  prices.  (X.  .\02r».)

ex  1  e  n  us  ries.  cotton  industry  at  the  commencement  of 

the  war  532  mills  were  working.  Of  these  152  mills  shortened  their 
working  hours,  9  closed  down  and  12  increased  their  output. 
'Phe  main  reasons  for  shoit  time  were  the  lack  of  material,  absence 
of  enquiries,  difficulties  of  suppl}*,  lack  of  fuel,  scarcity  of  workpeople 
.and  financial  difficulties. 

In  the  woollen  industry  out  of  170  mills  working  at  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  war,  39  mills  decreased  their  production,  24  decreased  the 
number  of  working  daj's,  and  1 1  decreased  the  number  of  working  hours. 
The  reasons  given  for  this  reduction  are  lack  of  material,  absence  of 
enquiries,  and  difficulty  of  delivery.  In  this  group  12  mills  increased 
their  production. 

Out  of  112  mills  working  silk,  35  mills  decreased  their  production. 
In  the  majority  of  cases  the  reason  for  the  decrease  was  the  lack  of 
materials  ;  in  the  case  of  8  mills  the  absence  of  enquiries,  lack  of 
material  and  fuel,  and  financial  difficulties  were  responsible. 

Seventeen  mills  out  of  75  working  flax,  hemp  and  jute  decreased 
production.  The  decrease  was  caused  mainly  by  the  lack  of  material,

absence  of  enquiries  and  fuel.  In  9  mills  the  decrease  was  due  to 
lack  of  workpeople.  Seven  mills  increased  their  production. 

In  the  group  of  mixed  productions  for  working  fibrous  material, 
49  mills  out  of  172  decreased  their  production.  (C.I.I5.  7,7.')8.) 


ITALY. 

.\ccording  to  the  “  Bfirsen  Zeitung”  (Berlin)  of  27th  January,  the 
-  x*i  T  j  textile  industry  has  suffered  more  through  the 

and  th^War^^  European  war  than  any  other  Italian  industry. 

'I'he  important  cotton  industry  of  the  country, 
which  is  chieHy  dependent  on  its  export  trade,  was  almost  completely 
at  a  standstill  during  the  first  five  months  of  the  war,  and  is  only  now 
beginning  to  revive.  In  any  case  some  of  the  larger  firms  are  bound 
to  suffer  financially,  and  it  is  probable  that  there  will  be  some  failures 
among  the  smaller  ones.  The  woollen  industry  consists  of  small 
works  which  exist  chiefly  on  home  sales,  and  the  companies  are 
consequently  suflering  losses  from  suspension  of  payments  and  the 
high  prices  and  scarcity  of  raw  materials.  The  felt  hat  industry  was 
quite  crippled  for  a  time  and  is  now  working  under  great  difficulties. 
The  linen  and  jute  industry  is  enjoying  relatively  normal  and  profit¬ 
able  business,  as  it  is  not  a  very  important  industry,  and  not  being 
dependent  on  the  export  trade  with  belligerent  countries  is  not 
aflected  by  the  prohibition  of  the  export  of  jute  and  linen  goods.

The  “  Torgovo-Promyshlennaya  Gazeta”  (Petrograd)  of  l8t/14th 
Flax  Yield  in  'January  contains  an  article  drawing  attention 


1914. 


to  a  statement  issued  by  the  Russian  F'lax  Com¬ 
mittee,  estimating  that  last  year’s  yield  of  flax 
(ibre  in  Russia  amounted  to  about  18,0U0,000  pouds  only.  The 
article  proceeds  to  indicate  that  in  normal  years  the  production 
reaches  about  30,000,000  pouds,  of  which  quantity  about  18,000,000 
IKiuds  are  exported,  5,000,000  pouds  are  consumed  in  Russian  linen 
factories,  and  5.000,000  pouds  are  used  in  the  hand  and  domestic 
trades.  It  apiiears  that  last  year  the  yield  per  dessiatine  was  only 
114  pouds,  as  contrasted  with  nearly  18^  pouds  in  the  previous  year. 
It  IS  interesting  to  note  that  among  the  23  Governments  in  which 
flax  is  grown  the  best  results  were  obtained  in  Moghilev,  wheie  the 
yield  was  only  10  per  cent,  less  than  in  1913,  wheieas  in  the  Vitebsk, 
Novgorod,  Pskov,  Smolensk,  Nijni -Novgorod  and  Livonia  Govern¬ 
ments  the  production  compared  with  1913  decreased  by  46'5,  46  5, 
47,  48’5,  49  and  66  per  cent,  respectively. 

Ijater  Russian  newspapers  to  hand  intimate  that  the  flax  is  inferior 
also  in  quality.  The  market  is  very  firm,  and  j)rices  are  high  owing 
to  the  large  demand.  Russian  works,  it  appears,  are  working  at 
considerable  pressure,  owing  to  the  shortage  of  spun  flax  and  linen 
fabrics.  It  is  evident  from  the  market  reports  that,  owing  to  the 
prevailing  abnormal  conditions,  considerable  speculation  is  being 
indulged  in,  and  prices  vary  greatly  from  day  to  day  and  at  different 
centres.

BRAZIL. 

According  to  an  article  published  in  the  “  New  Brazilian  Review  ” 
of  Rio  de  Janeiro  (edited  like  its  predecessor 
by  Mr.  J.  P.  Wileman)  of  5th  January  on  the 
coffee  market  of  Brazil,  the  quality  of  the 
1914-15  crop  has  proved  exceptionally  good, 
having  been  harvested  under  most  favourable 
weather  conditions,  and  though  early  arrivals  of  the  crop  were 
of  jioor  roasting  merit  on  account  of  the  unequal  ripening  of  succes¬ 
sive  flowerings,  later  receipts  were  of  e.xceptionally  fine  quality.  But 
for  the  European  war  the  course  of  prices  and  the  development  of  the 
market  would  have  been  very  difleient  then  they  have  been. 

During  the  last  week  of  July  the  price  of  cotfee  had  receded  about 
20  per  cent,  and  continued  to  n^cede  until  the  closing  of  the  New 
York  Exchange  allowed  an  opportunity  for  readjustment.  Efforts 
during  the  month  of  August  to  re-establish  connections  with  con¬ 
suming  markets,  severed  through  the  laying  up  of  all  German  and 
Austrian  steamers  and  the  transfer  of  a  number  of  British  steamers 
to  other  routes  and  purposes,  succeeded  in  securing  the  resumption 
of  business  between  Santos  and  the  Netherlands.  Simultaneously, 
the  heavy  drop  in  exchange  helped  to  stimulate  exports,  at  the 
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Agricultural  and  Forest  Products.

expense,  however,  of  a  fall  in  tlie  gold  price  of  coffee  at  New  York 
and  other  consuming  markets  to  a  level  not  known  for  years.  Since 
the  end  of  October  the  situation  has  become  as  normal  as  could  be 
expected  in  view’  of  the  closure  of  the  three  large  European  consuming 
markets  of  Germany,  Austria  and  Belgium.  There  seems  every 
probability  that  the  remainder  of  the  crop  will  secure  an  outlet 
without  difficulty,  but  it  is  an  open  question  whether  the  movement 
will  be  accompanied  by  any  substantial  rise  of  prices. 

This  article  concludes  with  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  unless 
some  definite  measures  are  quickh’  adopted  to  prevent  over-supply 
next  season,  it  is  to  be  feared  that  prices  will  decline  still  further. 
It  is  not  so  much  the  planter  that  stands  in  need  of  protection — that 
would  be  afforded  him  in  any  case  by  the  depreciation  of  exchange — 
but  the  financial  position  of  the  country,  which  depends  almost 
exclusively  upon  the  maintenance  of  coffee  prices  to  keep  up 
exchange,  and  so  afford  both  the  Government  and  importers  the  gold 
requisite  to  meet  sterling  engagements  abroad.  (C.I.B.  ."i.tst.)

UNITED  KINGDOM. 

report  in  the  “  Board  of  Trade  liabour  Gazette  ” 
for  February,*  employment  in  January  showed 
a  further  improvement.  The  industries  concerned 
with  the  equipment  of  the  Allied  Forces  continued 
to  be  very  busy,  with  much  overtime.  In  some  of  these  trades  there 
was  a  shortage  of  skilled  labour,  partly  owing  to  pressure  of  work  and 
partly  to  enlistments. 

The  cotton  trade  show’ed  a  further  upw’ard  improvement  in  January, 
and  there  was  also  an  improvement  in  coal  mining,  iron  and  steel 
manufacture,  and  in  the  building,  furnishing,  woodworking,  jute  and 
lace  trades.  Dock  and  other  transport  w’orkers  were  exceptionally 
well  employed,  and  the  scarcity  of  agricultural  labourers  is  beginning 
to  be  felt  as  the  season  advances. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  good  deal  of  short  time  was  reported  in  the 
linen,  pottery  and  brick  trades,  and  there  was  also  some  decline  in 
the  tinplate,  printing  and  food  pieparation  trades. 

Compared  with  a  year  ago  there  was  a  great  improvement  in  all 
trades  affected  by  w’ar  contracts,  notably  engineering,  shipbuilding, 
woollen,  hosiery,  boot,  and  men’s  clothing  trades.  The  building  trades 
were  also  at  a  higher  level  than  in  January,  1914.  There  w’as, 
however,  a  considerable  decline  in  the  tinplate,  cotton,  linen,  lace, 
carpet,  silk,  bleaching  and  finishing,  pottery,  and  brick  trades.

He  remarks  upon  a  full  train  of  cars  crossing 
the  Hock)'  and  Selkirk  i*ange8with  only  one  engine. 

Prince  Rupert,  which  is  the  new  port  atid  the  terminus  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific,  has  a  fine  sheltered  harbour.  The  Canadian  Govern¬ 
ment  has  guaranteed  interest  on  some  £i00,000,  the  estimated  cost 
of  the  dr)’  dock  and  ship  repairing  shed  and  plant  which  are  now  in 
an  advanced  state  of  construction.  Provision  for  the  cold  storage  of 
fish  has  also  l>een  made  and  in  this  enterprise  British  fishing  interests 
are,  it  is  stated,  interested.  On  all  the  I’acific  Coast,  hills  and  moun¬ 
tains  come  right  to  the  water’s  edge,  and  this  is  true  of  Prince 
Rupert,  where  the  water  is  of  great  depth  close  to  the  shore. 
Huge  masses  of  rock  will  have  to  be  blasted  away  so  that  the 
streets  can  be  laid  out  and  a  town  site  formed.  Some  progress 
has  been  made  in  this  direction  and  a  space  for  warehouse,  railway 
lines  anti  sidings  at  the  landing  stage,  covering  several  aci’es,  has  been 
blasted  out  and  levelled.  At  Anyox  an  extensive  copper  deposit  is 
being  worked,  with  a  large  smelter  in  operation.

Regulations 
under  “  Footwear 
Regulation  Act, 
1913.” 


With  reference  to  the  Notice  which  appeared  on  p.  418  of  the 
“Board  oP Trade  Journal”  for  tlie  14th  May, 
1914,  relative  to  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  boots 
and  shoes  in  the  Dominion  under  “  The  Footwear 
Regulation  Act,  1913,”  the  Board  of  Trade  have 
now  received  copy  of  an  Order  in  Council,  dated 
lOth  November,  1914,  laying  down  certain  regulations  under  the 
.alx)ve-mentioned  Act,  with  effect  from  the  Ist  January.  1915. 

The  “  Regulations  ”  are  as  follows : — 

1.  Where  a  statement  of  the  material  or  materials  composing  the 
soles  of  any  boots  or  shoes  is  required,  pursuant  to  section  4  of  the 
said  Act,  to  be  stamped  on  or  impressed  into  the  outer  surface 
of  the  soles  of  those  boots  or  shoes,  the  following  provisions  shall 
.apply 

(u)  The  said  statement  shall  be  stamped  in  indelible  ink  on  the 
soles  of  such  boots  or  shoes,  and  shall  be  in  bold  type 
of  such  size  and  distinctness  that  the  statement  may  be 
i-ead  with  ease  by  any  person  of  normal  sight  at  a  distance 
of  .at  le.ast  5  ft. ;  or 

rhe  said  statement  shall  be  impressed  into  the  soles  by 
means  of  sunk  or  branded  lettering  of  such  size  and  dis¬ 
tinctness  th.at  the  statement  may  be  read  with  ease  by  any 
person  of  normal  sight  at  a  distance  of  at  least  5  ft.,  or 
shall  be  embossed  on  the  soles  in  lettering  of  like  size  .and 
distinctness. 

2.  blvery  person  who  manufactures  for  sale,  or  sells,  offers,  or 
exposes  for  sale,  or  has  in  his  possession  for  sale,  any  boots  or  shoes 
the  soles  of  which  .are  required  to  be  stamped  or  impressed  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  the  last  preceding  regulation,  but  which  are 
not  so  stamped  or  impressed,  shall  be  li.able  on  conviction  to  a  fine 
not  exceeding  X'lO. 

3.  Nothing  in  these  regul.ations  shall  be  deemed  to  limit  or  restrict 
the  provisions  of  subsection  (3)  of  section  4  of  the  said  Act. 

[Note. — Sec.  4  (3)  of  the  Act  reads  : — 

Any  person  guilty  of  any  contravention  of  this  section  shall 
be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  £20.]  (C.  6,29n.)

All  sums  of  money  owing  by  any  person  to  an  enemj’  owner  or  lying 
at  a  bank  in  the  (^old  Coast  to  the  credit  of  an  enemy  owner  shall  be 
paid  b}’  snch  pci’s*"*!!  or  bank  to  the  controlling  officer.  The  Ordinance 
further  provides  that  the  controlling  officer  may  out  of  the  moneys 
realized  from  the  property  of  an  enemy  owner  pay  all  admitted  debts 
to  Jiritish,  friendl)’  and  neutral  creditors.  (See  also  pp.  463-64.)

— (1)  the  Maritime  Zone,  com¬ 
prising  all  the  stations  working  in  territorial  waters  and  on  navigable 
rivers,  as  well  as  those  on  land  installed  within  a  distance  of  100 
kiloms.  of  the  coast  and  the  shores  of  the  River  l^late  and  50  kiloms. 


of  the  banks  of  other  navigable  rivers,  and  (2)  the  Land  Zone,  com¬ 
prising  all  other  stations. 

The  Maritime  Zone  will  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Ministry 
of  Marine  and  the  I^and  Zone  under  the  Ministry  of  the  Interior. 
No  wireless  telegraph  station  may  be  installed  in  the  Republic  without 
previous  authorisation  being  obtained  from  the  ^linistry  in  whose 
jurisdiction  it  is  desired  to  erect  the  station. 

Articles  35  to  46  of  the  Regulations  deal  with  wireless  telegraph 
installations  on  merchant  vessels.  Merchant  vessels  carrying  50  or 
more  persons  on  board  must,  unless  they  are  special!}’  exempted,  be 
provided,  from  the  time  they  are  put  in  commission,  with  radio¬ 
telegraph  installations ;  a  similar  obligation  is  in  force  for  all  vessels 
entering  or  leaving  national  ports.  The  equipment  is  at  all  times  to 
have  a  minii.ium  transmitting  power  of  2(i0  kiloms.  (12f  miles)  in 
the  case  of  river  vessels,  and  500  kiloms.  (310  miles)  in  the  case  of 
sea-going  vessels.

“Annual  Statement  of  the  Trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  with  Foreign 
Countries  and  British  Possessions”  for  the  year  1913  have  been  issued, 
and  may  be  purchaae<i*  at  a  cost  of  Ss.  8d.  (post  fi’ee  bs.  2d.)  for  the 
first  volume  and  4s.  Id.  (post  free  4s.  7d.)  for  the  second,  and  os.  2d. 
(post  free  3s.  7d.)  for  the  tliird.  This  publi.!ation,  which  contains  much 
more  detailed  and  exhaustive  information  than  can  be  given  in  the 
Monthly  Accounts,  gives  in  the  first  volume  abstract  tables  for  the 
years  1909-1913,  and  detailed  statements  of  imports  and  exports  of 
each  article  consigned  from  and  to  each  country ;  and  in  the  second 
volume  details  as  to  Customs  revenue,  transhipments  and  articles  in 
bond,  with  particulars  of  the  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  with  each 
foreign  country  and  British  Possession,  and  of  the  trade  at  each  port 
of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  third  volume  (supplement)  contains  a  classi¬ 
fication  on  the  basis  followed  in  Volumes  I.  and  II.  of  the  "  Annual  State¬ 
ment  ’’  for  1908  and  earlier  years. 

It  may  be  noted  that  beginning  with  the  issues  for  1909  the  figures  of 
Volumes  I.  and  II.  relate  to  the  countries  of  coiMignmeni  for  imports,  and 
countries  of  final  destination,  so  far  as  known,  for  exports.
